*This result is obtained from 48 years’ observations (1838-80.) 

The mean yearly fall of rain from 27 years’ observations (1828-64) 
was 68'36 inches, shewing a decrease of 3'65 inches in the whole 
period of 43 years. The 16 years’ observations from 1865-80, give 
howeveg only an average yearly fall of 61'52 inches, exhibiting a 
still clearer decrease in the quantity of rain. The average number 
of rainy days has remained yet pretty equal; 137*8 for the 27 years 
from 1838, 137-5 for the 16 years from 1865 and 1380 for the whole 
period of 43 years (1838-80). But as the observations extend only 
over a short period and are confined to but one place, it would bo 
premature to predict any continued decrease.

REGULATION III OF 1073. 

A Regulation to provide for the protection qf certain wild animals 
and birds, passed by Sis Sighness the Malm Rajah of Travancore on 
the 25th September 1897 corresponding with the 11th Kanni 1073, 
imder section 9 of Regulation II of 1063. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the protection of certain 
wild animals and birds in Travancore; It is hereby enacted as 
follows:— 

1. This Regulation may be called “The Travancore Game 
Preservation Regulation”; and it shall come into operation from 
the passing thereof within the limits described in Schedule No. 1 
hereto annexed.

Provided that nothing in this Regulation contained shall pre¬ 
clude any person from defending his life from the attacks of wild 
animals, or proprietors, or occupiers of land from adopting, on or * 
within one-fourth of a mile of such land such measures as may be 
necessary for the protection of life or of crops or produce growing 
thereon. 

4. Any Government officer, or any owner or manager of property 
specially authorized by Our G overnmont in this behalf by notifica¬ 
tion in the Gazette, may require any ptxson ,whom he finds com¬ 
mitting any offence against this Regulation to give his name and 
address and, if he refuses to give his name and address or' gives a 
name and address which such officer, owner or manager has reason to 
believe to be false, ho may be required by such officer, owner or 
manager to accompany him to the nearest police-station. 

Explanation: —A Government officer means and includes all 
servants of Government employed in the Revenue, Forest, Cardamom, 
Police and Magisterial Departments. 

5. Every person convicted before a Magistrate of any offence 
against this Regulation shall be liable, for the first offence, to a 
penalty not exceeding Rupees fifty and to the forfeiture to Govern¬ 
ment, at the discretion of the Magistrate, of the game taken, and of. 
al) guns, engines, implements, nets and dogs, used in or for the ’ 
purpose of aiding the commission of such offence, and in default 

of payment of fine, to simple imprisonment, for a period not exceed¬ 
ing one month, and for every second and subsequent offence, to a ' 
penalty not exceeding Rupees one hundred, and the same liability 
to forfeiture, and in default of payment, to simple imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding two months.

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7. All foes, fines and forfeitures realized under this Regulation Pees, fines 
shall be paid into the public treasury. 

But it shall be competent to the convicting Magistrate to award Award to 
such portion of the fine, or the proceeds of the forfeiture, as he may “former, 
think fit, not exceeding one-half the amount of full fine authorized 
to be imposed by this Regulation in any case under this Regulation, 
to the person or persons on whose information the conviction is 
obtained.

NOTIFICATION. 

FOREST RULES. 

Under sections 22, 33, 59 and 60 of the Travancore Forest Regu¬ 
lation (No. II of 1068), the following rules are enacted with the 
sanction of His Highness the Maha Rajah for regulating the use of 
the pasturage and of the natural produce of lands at the disposal of 
Government and not included within a Reserved Forest. Provided, 
however, that they shall apply to all lands at the disposal of Govern¬ 
ment which may, from time to time, be notified as lands proposed to 
be constituted a Reserved Forest under section 1 of the said Regulation^ 
and until the .date fixed in the Notification (to be issued under section 
18 of the said Regulation) declaring the said lands to be a Reserved 
Forest. From that date, however, these rules shall cease to apply to, 
or to be in force in respect of, tSe lands specified in such Notification. 

I. The lands at the disposal of Government may, for the purpose 
of these rules be classed as follows :—. 

(«) Lands of which the Government has acquired the owhership 
or possession by purchase, lease or otherwise, « 

(h) Assessed but unoccupied lands. 
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XIX. The cutting of grass »nd the pasturage of cattle are permit¬ 
ted free in all unreserved lands not expressly closed against such 
free use and on the lands set apart as above. On all others, they 
shall be permitted only with the consent of the Conservator or other 
officer duly authorized by him, and oil payment of tho fees now in 
force or hereafter to be prescribed by the Dewan. 

XIII. All the trees and other natural produce of reserved and 
unoccupied unreserved lands shall, when not private property, vest in 
the Government, subject to the provisions of Rules X and XII and 
subject to such exceptions as may hereafter from time to time be 
notified by Government. 

XIV. All the trees, pasturage and natural produce of lands, which 
have b^en duly notified as fuel and fodder reserves or grazing grounds 
or as placed under special fire protection, shall be in the charge of 
the Forest Department without any exception, 

XV. Subject to the exAptions of Rules X and XII and such as may 
be notified under Rule XIII, no person shall fell, girdle, mark, lop, 
top. uproot or burn or strip off the bark or leaves from, or otherwise 
damage, any tree growing on any reserved or unreserved land or 
remove the timber or collect the natural produce of such trees or 
lands, unless such person be a forest or other duly authorized officer 
in the execution of liis duty or be acting bona fide under the orders 
of such officer or under the authority anc^in accordance with the 

by the Conservator of Forests or other duly authorized person. 

XVI. The felling, conversion, or removal of trees and timber 
and the collection or rem >val of other natural products vesting in the 
Forest Department under Rule XIV may be effected in one or other 


(a) deparimeutally, that is, by the officers of the Forest Depart¬ 
ment, or by persons acting under their immediate superintendence, 
control or orders; 

(b) by persons holding permits duly issued by any Forest Officer 
or other authorized person and on payment of the prescribed fees ; 

(c) by any person holding the right under a lease or contract 
granted by the Conservator of Forests or any officer duly authorized 

XVII. The timber of royalties and of the more valuable trees will 
ordinarily be not'd to tlie public from Government timber depots, 
wliiah will be located at sueh places as the Conservator of Forests 
(wit\ the sanction of the Dewan) may select The names of such 
depots, as may hereafter be opened, as also tlie closing of any depot 
will be notified in the Government Gazette. 

XVIII. Each depot will be under the charge of a Superintendent 
or Vijarippu, who may be empowered t,o sell by retail all kinds of 
logs, bamboos, sawn materials, boats and other articles under sueh 
rules as tho Conservator of Forests may, with the sanction of the 
Dewan, from time to time prescribe. The price of the logs, bamboos, 
sawn materials Ac. will be fixed from time to time by the Conservator 
<l)i Forests with the sanction of the Dewan, and all alterations in the 
price shall be notified in the Government Gazette, together with any 
rules affecting the general public. 

XIX. Persons requiring sawn materials of any particular dimen¬ 
sions or boats or timber not in stock shonld make an application to 

Xx' 'When timber is required by the D. P. W. or Marahmut 
Department, tfie Chief Engineer, or other officer in charge of the 
District in which the timber is wanted, shall apply to the Conservator 
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in the pass shall not exceed one month for the removal of the timber 
covered by it and shall be within the period fixed in the original 

1 XXVI. It shall be lawful for ^tlie officer authorized to issue 

the person applying for the permit is concerned or is reputed to be 
concerned in any illegal practice with regard to timber or other forest 
produce, or for other good and sufficient reason. 

XXYIT. All permits must be returned to the issuing officer with¬ 
in the time specified therein, whether the timber or other forest pro¬ 
duce for which they were issued has been removed or not, and it 
shall be the duty of the officer issuing the pass to recover the permits. 
Extension of time may be granted to the holders of permits at the 
discretion of the Forest officer issuing the permits, subject to such 
rules as may be laid down from time to time by the Conservator of 
Forests with the sanction of the Dowan. 

In those districts where depots have been opened for the sale of 
timber to the public, permits will not be given for such timbers as 
are available for sale at tile dep&ts or can conveniently be procured 

XXVIII. Permits allowing the holders to take bamboos, firewood, 
reeds, rattans, charcoal and other minor produce and to graze cattle 
may be issued by officers not below the rank of Ammadars, on such 
conditions as rnay be prescribed from time to time by the Conservator 
of Forests with the sanction of the Dewan. 

XXIX. Permit forms shall be m triplicate, the original being 
given to the applicant, the duplicate being forwarded to the officer in 
charge of the forest for the purposes of check, and the triplicate re¬ 
tained by the issuing officer as a record. In the case of the minor 
articles mentioned in Rule XXVIII, the duplicate shall be sent to the 
•office of the Conservator or the Deputy, or Assistant Conservator in 
charge of the Range. 

XXX. Whoever 

(1) collects timber or other forest produce without first obtain¬ 
ing a permit, 

(2) while lidding a permit, collects timber or other produce 
different from or in excess of that allowed by tlio permit, 

(3) while holding a permit, collects the timber or forest produce 
mentioned in the permit in places or at times not allowed by the 
permit, 

shall be liable to have the produce confiscated and to be further 
punished with fine and imprisonment as per section 22 of the Regula- 

XXXI. The right of collecting the produce of all trees, whether 
of the reserved kind or not, and of all plants or shrubs of any com¬ 
mercial or medicinal value, on all reserved and unreserved lands, may 
either be exercised departmental)!', or may be granted on permit 
or leased or sold by auction by the Conservator of Forests or other 
authorized officer on such terms as he thinks fit. No person shall 
collect plants or shrubs or the produce of any trees in contravention 
of this rule, except in accordance with the provisions of Rule X. 

XXXII. No person shall quarry or collect stones, lime, gravel, or 
earth of any commercial or medicinal value in any reserved or un¬ 
reserved lands, without the written permission of the Conservator of 
Forests or other officer authorized by him, and without the payment 
of the faes now in force or hereafter to be prescribed. 

XXXIII. No person shall boil catechu, distil wood-oil or burn 
lime or charcoal in any reserved or unreserved lands, save in such 






XLIII. Timber and forest produce which is u royalty may be 
imported into, and exported from, the State of Travancore by the 
following routes only 

(1) The ports of Mnnambam, Alleppey, Quilon, Trivandrum

(2f By water at Veerapoly, Vallom and Arukutty,

1. The officer deputed to inspect Puthuval lands in connection 
with their registry shall proceed to the spot in company with a Pro- 
verty accountant and Thadastheis and with the necessary accounts, 
and shall carefully ascertain by an inspection of the locality and 
with the aid of the accounts, whether the land is an unregistered 
waste, or Niruthel—(i. e. land originally entered in the Ayacut, but 
subsequently abandoned.) 

L>. If the officer is satisfied that the land is unregistered waste 
and not Niruthel he shall obtain the statements of the Thadasthers, 
the neighbouring ryots and of any other person not being an appli¬ 
cant for the land and residing at the spot, as to when and by whom 
the land was first cleared and the person in whose enjoyment it is 
at the time. The officer shall then determine in whose name the 
land has to be registered. 

3. If the Puthuval land be paddy land it shall be measured by 
the rod or Dennoo in the usual way and an Oloogoo of the same pre¬ 
pared showing the result of such measurement, its equivalent in 
square rods calculated at the rate obtaining in the particular loca¬ 
lity, the extent and the four boundaries of the land ; and it shall be 

lands in its immediate neighbourhood. If the adjoining lands are 
all of Otti tenure the full assessment on such lands inclusive of the 
interest on the Otti amount should be calculated and the average 
taken to fix the assessment on the Puthuval in question. Where, 
however, there are no lands adjoining, the Thadasthers shall deter¬ 
mine the assessment .to be levied.

•2. Officers in tlie service of Government are not prohibited from 
contributing to the Public Press, but their position makes it incum¬ 
bent upon them to contain themselves within the limits of temperate 
and reasonable, discussion; and they are prohibited from making 
public, without the previous sanction of Government , any documents, 
papers, or information of' which they may become possessed in their 
official capacity. In case of a departure from these rules or if the 
Government shomd consider the connection of any officer with the 
Press to be contrary to the public interests, his liberty to contribute 
will be withdrawn. 

3. The Government will decide, in case of doubt, whether any 
engagements of officers with the Press are consistent with the dis¬ 
charge of their duties to the Government.

Servants passed by His Highness the Maha Rajah under 
date the vrichigom i Op> ’ n su persession of the Proceedings 

dated 13th November 1891, —■ - 5 ' 40 --

Preliminary. 

1. For jpnrposes of these Rules Public Servants not removable 
from office without the sanction of His Highness tlie Maha Rajah 
shall be designated ‘ Superior Public Servants ’ and all others ‘ Inferior 
Public Servants.’ 

PART I. 

Superior Public Servants. , 

-• Superior Public Servant shall be dismissed without a formal 
and. public enquiry in the manner hereinafter described. 

3. Whenever on a complaint or otherwise it is found necessary to 
enquire into the conduct of a Superior Public Servant, the Head of 
the Department or Office in which such Public .Servant is employed 
may make a preliminary enquiry to determine whether there are 
grounds for a formal and public enquiry. The officer holding the 
preliminary enquiry may examine such records and shell persons as 
may be necessary to find nut the truth of the charge or allegation 
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agamsr tlie Public Servant concerned, and may also take a statement 
from such Public Servant. He may, :f necessary, and if specially 
empowered in this behalf, summon any ^iraon to give evidence or 
produce any document in his possession or custody. No formal 
examination of witnesses is, however, necessary ; but a note of the 
evidence shall be taken by the officer holding the enquiry. 

ExplaMation .—A Division Peishcar is the Head of all the Depart¬ 
ments and offices in his Division which are under his control and 
supervision. 

4. If from the preliminary enquiry the officer making it considers 
that there are sufficient grounds for holding a formal and public 
cnciuiry, he shall submit a report to Government detailing the charges 
or specific acts of alleged misconduct which he considers should be 

Whenever it appears to Government trom such report or other¬ 
wise that it is necessary to hold a formal and public enquiry into the 
conduct of a Superior Public Servant a Commission consisting of one 
or more officers of position shall be appointed for the purpose. 

ti. The Commission may be appoiuted by the Dewan unless the 
accused Public Servant is an officer drawing a monthly salary of 
Rs. 200 and above or a Tahsildar or a Magistrate, in which case the 
Commission shall be appointed only witli the sanction of His Highness 
the Maha Rajah. 

7. The conduct of the enquiry shall be regulated by the Commis¬ 
sioner when the Commission consists of one member only and by the 
President of the Commission when the same consists of more than 
one member. 

8. The enquiry shall be held in the presence of the accused, unless 
the accused, after being duly served with a notice, fails, without 
reasonable cause, to attend. 

9. The accused shall, before the commencement of the enquiry, be 
furnished with a list of the charges against him. He shall have the 
right of cross-examining all the witnesses against him and of examin¬ 
ing his own witnesses. He shall be furnished with copies of all 
evidence against him, and shall have the right of putting in a state¬ 
ment of his defence and any documents relevant to the enquiry. He 
may also engage a Vakil to defend him. 

10. The Commission may summon persons to give evidence or 
produce documents in their possession or custody either on behalf of 
the prosecution or the defence. 

11. After the close of the enquiry the Commission shall draw up a 
report setting fortli the evidence and its finding and submit the same 
with all the proceedings to the Dewan. 

12. The Dewan may order further evidence to be taken or call for 
further explanation of the opinion of the Coi m. 

Id. On receiving the proceedings and such further evidence or 
explanation as may be called for, the Dewan shall, when the Public 
Servant accused is one drawing Rs. 200 or above or a Tahsildar or a 
a Magistrate, submit the same to His Highness the Maha Rajah with 
his opinion. Tu other cases, he may, if he sees sufficient reason for 

fine him in any amount not exceeding a month’s salary. If higher 
punishment is deemed necessary, the Dewan shall submit the case 
with his opinion to His Highness the Maha Rajah. 

U. The Rules under this part do not apply to enquiries into the 
conduct of Superior Public Servants in the Judicial Department, 
which are regulated by the Rules passed by His Highness the Maha 
Ra.iidi under date the 14th Mcenam 10-W. 
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PART 11. 

15. No Inferior Public Servant shall be dismissed except on good 
and sufficient grounds such as fraud, dishonesty, continued and wilful 
negligence, gross in-subordination, offences involving moral disgrace, 
proved incompetency. 

10, In all cases of dismissal of a Public Servant, the charge against 
him and the evidence in support of the charge should be reduced to 
writing, his defence should be either taken in or reduced to writing, 
and the decision or order should also be in writing. Copies of the 
whole of such proceedings should be maintained in the office of the 
dismissing authority, and should also be furnished to the person 

17. The enquiry should as far as possible he conducted in the 
presence of the accused Public Servant. But if the Public Servant 
concerned has absconded, the charge as well as the evidence in sup 
port of it and a formal order setting forth the charge and the grounds 
on which the dismissal is resolved on should be recorded. 

18. The enquiry in all cases should be thorough and, as far as 
possible, in judicial form. The admission of evidence need not, 
however, be restricted by the law of judicial evidence. All evidence 
which, in the opinion of the enquiting officer, conduces to moral con¬ 
viction regarding tlib guilt or innocence of the accused Public Servant 

19. It is not enough that the Public Servant accused should he 

told of the charge he has to meet; he should be told also of the evi¬ 
dence and arguments in support of the charge before he is required 
to defend himself. The accused person may be examined in the form 
of questions and answers. But this does not deprive him of his right 
to place on record a full written statement of his defence. . 

PART III. 

General. 

20. In dealing with Public (Servants the following general 
directions should be borne in mind :— ' 

A. As a general rule no Public Servant should'be dismissed 
on mere suspicion or on grounds which are not capable of being 
stated. A compromising suspicion is, in. some cases, sufficient reason 
for removing a Public Servant from the service of Government. ‘In 
such eases, the Public Servant should not be dismissed with disgrace,. 
but allowed to resign, or simply relieved of his office—the exact case 
against him being carefully recorded, so that he may, if possible, 
satisfy any other employer who has the means of livelihood in his 
gift. 

B. As a rule no old servants—especially those who have 
earned or nearly earned their pensions—shall be dismissed except 
upon very strong proof of serious misconduct. It should be borne in 
mind that the sudden beggary of a man whose working days are draw¬ 
ing to a close is as serious an exercise of power as a penal sentence of 
a Court of Justice, and should not be inflicted on hap-hazardi 
principles. 

C. In all departmental enquiries, consideration should be given 
to the previous character of the Public Servant concerned, and especi¬ 
ally to any specific instances of good or bad service that may have 
been officially noted in his case. It would, apart from the question of 
evidence, work well for the service if Public Servants were able to feel 
that a good character and acts of good service would stand them in 
real stead when their conduct is exposed to question. The admission, 
however, of evidence of previous bad character requires great caution.

10. The scholarships will be awarded by the Madras Committee 
of the Countess of Dufferin’s Fund. In awarding scholarships, due 
consideration will be given to the position taken by a candidate in 
the public examination, which is the general test of the Medical 
Grade for which the candidate purposes to study. 

11. Applications for scholarships should be addressed to the 
Secretary to the Madras Committee of the Lady Duiferin Fund not 
later than the 10t.h September 1892.

fb) Certificate from a Board of Examiners who may be ap¬ 
pointed by Government in this behalf from time to time that the

SECTION IX. 

Disbursement or Grants. 

General Mutntuwnct Clmnlt, 

1. General maintenance grants shall be disbursed monthly, 
except in cases in which Government may think fit to arrange for 
quarterly payments. 

2. In all cases, the payment of the grant for any period will fall 
due on the first day after the expiry of that period. 

o. General maintenance grants for any period are only payable . 
on the condition that the proportion of each teacher’s salary for that 
period, which the manager is required to contribute, has already 
been paid to the teacher. They will'tkerefore only lie'paid after the 
submission to the Taluq authorities of a declaration by the manager 
that the teachers have received that portion of their salaries which 
is payable by the manager. This declaration shall also contain a 
clause to the effect that all the conditions upon which the grant is 
held have been fully observed. 

4. At the end of each month, or other period, the Inspector of 
schools shall send to the manager of each aided school a bill shewing 
the amount of the grant for the month or other period, and contain¬ 
ing the declaration referred to in § 3 above. On presentation of this 
bill signed by the manager, or other person duly appointed by him, 
the Taluq authorities will disburse the grant.’ The grant for the 
first month of any particular year will not be disbursed until the 
annual returns of the school have been submitted and until the 
school accounts for the previous year have been approved. 

Special grants for buildings or furniture and to Public libraries. 

5. Special grants for the erection or extension of school buildings 
will not be paid until Government are satisfied that the work has 
been properly completed in accordance with the plans and estimates 
approved by Government. Under special circumstances, Govern¬ 
ment may sanction an instalment of the grant being paid after a 
certain portion of the work has been completed. Special grants for 
furniture, appliances, or apparatus, and special grants to public- 
libraries will only lie paid on submission of duly receipted vouchers 
for the estimated amount of cost incurred by the purchase of the 
articles towards which the grant was given. 

Special Grants for Rent. 

6. Special grants for rent will ordinarily be disbursed monthly 
on presentation of the Inspector's bill, the declaration in which 
must be signed by the manager before the amount can be disbursed, 

7. Government reserves the right of suspending, reducing-, or 
withdrawing any grant in cases where there has been any misre¬ 
presentation of facts, deception, or falsification in the records or

Telegram Forms.—To secure accuracy and rapidHy of trans¬ 
mission, senders of telegrams are advised to write them in a clear 
and unmistakable hand, and on the proper forms which can be

there is a risk of non-deliverv, especially in the event of interruptions 
on one route requiring telegrams to be diverted to another. Regis¬ 
tration at the Eastelli or Indo-European < ompanies’ Offices is not re¬ 
cognised by the British Post Office or by the Sub-Marine Telegraph 
Company, London, nor is such registration applicable to messages 
sent ui.i’Turkey.

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XIII. —Stamped receipts for telegram charges are not given ‘ at 
Postal Combined ’ or ‘ Railway ’ Telegraph Offices. 

XIV. —Telegrams are sent ‘bearing’ from sea-ports when 
received for despatch by mail steamers or other vessels; but no such 
telegram whether ‘ prepaid ’ or ‘ bearing ‘ will be transmitted until 
the name of the vessel from which it is received is known at the 
Telegraph Office. Bearing telegrams will not be delivered to the 
addressees until after payment has been obtained. 

APPLICATION OP CHARGES. 

Rule 11.—The maximum length of a word is fixed at six 
syllables. The excess is counted as a word. 

Rule 12.—Telegrams must not contain any unusual combina¬ 
tions, abbreviations, or constructions. 

I.—Any word in common use, which, although requiring two 
words to express it, is generally recognised as one word, is charged 
as one word when so written; provided that the two parts are not 
joined by a hyphen or apostrophe, and that the whole is of six or 
less than six syllables. “Halfpenny,” “twopence,” “threepence,” 
&c. up to “ eleven pence,” when written as a single word, count as 
one word only. “E. 0, B„” “ C. !’ I.,” “ A. M.," and “ P. M.” when 
written as separate letters, are each counted as three and two words 
respectively, but these specified abbreviations when written “ fob,” 
“ cfi,” “ am,” “ pm,” are accepted each as one word. The abbrevia¬ 
tions B/l C/o and o/o are also counted each as one word. No other 
abbreviations except those specified in this rule are accepted as one 

• II. — Words joined by a hyphen are counted as so many separate 

III. —Words separated by an apostrophe are counted as so many- 
separate words, except in tbo ease of nouns in the possessive case, 
as “General’s,” “Charles’,” “brother’s.” 

IV. —Proper names of towns and persons, names of places, 

streets, ships, titles, Christian names, prefixes, and qualifications 
are counted for the number of words employed by the sender to 
express them. • 

V. —Every isolated character, whether letter or figure, is 
counted as a word. The same applies to an underline. 

VI. —Signs of punctuation, hyphens, apostrophes, inverted 
commas, parentheses, fresh paragraphs are not counted or signalled; 
hut decimal points, commas, bars of division &c., used with figures, 
are each counted as a figure and signalled. 

Rule 13.—When numbers are expressed in figures, all the 
characters, figures, letters or signs in each group are added together, 
the total divided by three, and the quotient plus one for the 
' remainder, if there be any, gives the number of words the group 
represents. 

I.—Signs used to separate groups and letters, added to figures 
to form ordinal numbers, are counted each as a figure or letter. 
Groups of letters not forming words (letter cypher) cannot be 
transmitted in private telegrams. 

R^le 14.—All that the sender writes in his telegram to be 
transmittecT is to be Included in the cost, with the exception of the 
address as defined in Rule Id (V). 
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ACKNOWLEDGMENT OP DELIVERY. 

Rule 18.—Any sender can, by writing after the text of his tele¬ 
gram (but sepa ated from it) the words “ Acknowledgment prepaid,” 
require that a notice of the time at which his telegram is delivered 
be transmitted to him by telegraph and the charge for such notice

II.—If the telegram cannot be delivered, the return telegram 
indicates the circumstances which prevented delivery, and, if 
possible, gives the information necessary to enable the sender to 
cause his telegram to reach its destination. Tie return telegram 
has priority in transmission over ordinary telegrams. 


MULTIPLE TELEGRAMS. 


Rule 19.—A telegram addressed to several persons in one locality, 
or to the same person at several places of residence in one locality, 
with or without transmission by.post is charged for as a single tele¬ 
gram : but a copying fee of 4 annas for 100 words, plus fouF annas 
for the excess independently of postage, if any, is charged for each 
destination after the first. 

I. —A telegram addressed to several persons or to the same 
person in localities where delivery is to be effected by different 
offices, is charged for as so many separate telegrams. 

II. —If the sender wishes each copy of the telegram to bear 
only the address of the person to whom it is to be delivered, he 
should add after the text of his telegram, but separated from it, the 
word “ —addresses.” If, on the other hand, he desires that each 
addressee shall be made aware to what other persons the telegram 
has been addressed, he should add the words “—addresses on each 
copy.” In the absence of special instructions, it will be assumed 
that he wishes only one address to appear on each copy. In either 
case these instructions are not charged for. 

REPETITION. 

Rule 20.—The sender of any telegram can by writing the word 
“ Repetition ” after the text of his telegram (but separated from it), 
require that it be repeated; the charge for repeating is equal to 
one-fourth the charge for the message. 

I. —In this case the different offices employed in its transmission 
repeat it back to each other. 

II. —A repeated telegram is indicated by the word “repeated,” 
which, to insure the greatest accuracy, is telegraphed (free) both in 
the official instructions and as the first word of the text of the telegram. 


. OPEN DELIVERY. 

Rule 21.—If the sender desires his telegram to be delivered 
open, he is to write the words “ Deliver open ” after the text of his 
telegram (but separated from it.) 

CANCELLATION. 

Rule 22. —If the sender of an inland telegram wishes to cancel 
it before the transmission has commenced, he can do so; but the 
charges upon it will not be returned when once the stamps are 
obliterated.

Rule 33.—A press telegram to be accepted at press rates must 
fulfil the following conditions :— 

I. —It must be addressed to a newspaper, the name of which is 
contained in the Telegraph Department list of registered news¬ 
papers. (Application for the registration of newspapers should be 
made on forms to be obtained at Government Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment Offices.) 

II. —It must be addressed to the newspaper in accordance with 
its registered title and to the town at which the newspaper is regis¬ 
tered as being printed and published. 

III. —It must, except as provided hereafter in condition (v), 
contain only intelligence which is clearly intended for publipation 
in the strict sense of the term, and must not contain commercial 
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IV. —It must be written in plain English language so as to be 
intelligible to the transmitting offices and must contain nothing 
of concealed meaning either in code or cipher. 

V. —It may also be a telegram sent from or to the newspaper 
by its registered title (but not in the name of the editor, publisher, 
manager, or any other person), to or from its correspondents or 
employes on the subject of a telegram published or to be published 
or to an official of. the Government Telegraph Department on 
matters of press business. 

VI. —If a press telegram be addressed to the editor, publisher, 
manager or any other person connected with the newspaper by 
name or person, it is chargeable at the full inland rates (see 
condition II.) 

VII. —Whenever demanded, a copy of every newspaper in 
which a press telegram is published must be furnished to the 
Telegraph Office from which that press telegram was delivered, 

VIII. —A single press telegram must not exceed 256 words 
(8 units of charge). Long news messages must he broken up into 
separate telegrams all of which must be numbered and each of 
which except the last must contain the words “ more to follow.” 
These words and the numbers are to be written by the sender in 
the space left in the telegram form for “official instructions” and 
they will not be charged for. 

Example. —A long news message of 1,000 words would require 
at least 4 telegrams numbered, in the space set apart for “official 
instructions ” 1, 2, 3 & 4, and numbers 1, 2, 3, would also bear the 
words “ more to follow ” in the official instruction. 

Rule 34—The Press Telegram rates apply only to telegrams 
'which satisfy all the conditions of Rule 33, and any subsequent 
claim made by the Government Telegraph Department for the 
difference between press and full inland rates must be satisfied 
immediately on demand. 

Rule 35.—Press telegrams may be accepted “bearing” from 
correspondents, provided that any newspaper which may desire 
facility obtain previous special sanction from the Director-General 
of Telegraphs. 

Rule 36.—The Press Telegram Rules do not apply to Railway 
Telegraph systems.

Buies to be observed by shippers and merchants. 

(1) Persons shipping, or landing heavy goods jucjh -as pressed 
bales, cases, hardware and such goods as cannot be Conveniently 
shipped or landed at the stages shall have prior claim to the use of 
the cranes. 

Such goods may not be shipped at the stages (though there is no 
objection to their being landed at them) without special permission. 

(2) Persons shipping, or landing bag goods such as paddy, rice 
"or salt shall have prior claim to the use of the stages. 

(3) The owner of the boat that is first alongside a crane or stage 
shall have first claim to use it until the boat is loaded (or unloaded);

(c) On the port side a red light so constructed as to show an 
unbroken light over an ar| of the horizon of 10 points of the 
compass, so fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to 2 points 
abaft the beam on the port side, and of such a character as to be 
visible at a distance of at least 2 miles. 

(c!) The said green and red side-lights shall be fitted with 
inboard screens projecting at least 3 feet forward from the light, 
so as to prevent these lights from being seen across the bow. 

(e) A steam vessel when under way may carry an additional 
white light similar in construction to the light mentioned in sub¬ 
division (a). These two lights shall be so placed in line with the 
keel that one shall be at least 15 feet higher than the other, and ip 
such a position with reference to each other that the lower light 
shall bo forward of the upper one. The vertical distance between 
these lights shall be less than the horizontal distance.

The words “ prolonged blast " used in this Article, shall mean 

a blast of from 4 to 0 seconds’ duration. 

A steam vesssel shall be provided with an efficient whistle or 
siren, sounded by steam or some substitute for steam, so placed 
that the sound may not be intercepted by any obstruction, and with 
an efficient fog-horn, to be sounded by mechanical means, and also 
with an efficient bell.* A sailing vessel of 20 tons gross tonnage 
or upwards shall be provided with a similar fog-horn and bell. 

In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy' rain storms, whether by 
day or night, the signals described in this Article shall be used as 
follows, viz .:— 

(a) A steam vessel having way upon her, shall sound, at in¬ 
tervals of not more than 2 minutes, a prolonged blast. 

[1) A steam vessel under way, but stopped and having no way 
upon her, shall sound, at intervals of not more than 2 minntes, 2 
prolonged blasts, with an interval of about 1 second beteen them. 

(c) A sailing-vessel under way shall sound, at intervals of not 
more than 1 minute, when on the starboard tack one blast, when 
on the port tack two blasts in succession, and when with the wind 
abaft the beam three blasts in succession. 

( d) A vessel, when at anchor, shall, at intervals of not more 
than 1 minute, ring the boll rapidly for about 5 seconds. 

(e) A vessel, when towing, a vessel employed in laying or in 
picking up a telegraph cable, and a vessel under way, which is 
unable to get out of the way of an approaching vessel through 
being not under command, or unable to mameuvre as required by 
these rules shall, instead of the signals prescribed in sub-divisions 
(«) and ( c ) of this Article, at intervals of not more than 2 minutes, 
sound three blasts in succession, viz., one prolonged blast followed 
by r two short blasts. A vessel towed may give this signal and she 
shall not give any other.

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Directions for Vessels arriving at Alleppey. 

1. The Commanders of ships are requested on the arrival of their 
vessels to deliver into the Master Attendant’s office a true and 
complete manifest of all the goods and merchandise laden on board 
of their vessels. A form of the manifest required will be furnished 
for their guidance on application. Previous to any ship or vessel 

. having any transaction with the shore, the Pass, Register and every 
other credential concerning the ship or vessel, must be delivered 
into the Master Attendant’s Office. If the ship or vessel be in 
ballast, it is to he reported accordingly. 

2. Goods landed, or attempted to be landed, before the ship is 
regularly entered, or which have not been entered, in the manifest 
shall be charged double duty. The same is applicable to goods 
exported under similar circumstances. 

3. Applications for Port Clearances should be made between 10 
o’clock a. M. and 1 p. M. the day previous to sailing, to enable them 

• to he granted by 4 o’clock, after which hour a fee of 5 Rs. will have 
to be paid to the writer of such Port Clearances on every occassion 
in accordance with para 35 of the Customs Rules. Applicants for

Extract from the west coast of Hindustan Pilot With 
corrections to date. 

Vessels bound to any port on the west coast of Hindustan, and 
to the Persian Gulf during the north-east monsoon, from China, 
Australia, the Bsty of Bengal, or Europe, should sight Ceylon, and 
make the coast of India somewhere near Cape Comorin, and thence 
hug the coast to profit by the land and sea-breezes ; therefore the 
navigation of this sea-board (which has been generally, though 
erroneously, called the Malabar Coast) is here described from south 
to north. 

The coast from Cape Comorin takes a general north-westerly 
direction for nearly 30o miles to Mount Dilly. Prom the village .of 
Cumari to 20 miles north of Alipee belongs to the Maha Rajah of 
Travancore; thence to Paliport (with the exception of the port of 
Cochin, under the British Government) is the territory of the Bajah 
of Cochin; above Paliport to Mount Dilly is the British Province 
of Malabar. 

The Teavancore Coast from Comorin to Alipee is generally 
low and sandy, and fringed with cocoanut trees, but patches of red 
cliffs of slight elevation here and there break the otherwise 
continuous line of sand. The Travancore mountains, though 
generally spoken of by navigators as a part of the Western Ghauts, 
are indeed separated from the latter by a low saddle of land, the 
Palghat valley, which has proved a most useful feature in the railway 
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on Cadiapatnam point; which is visible in clear weather from a 
ship’s deck at a distance of 20 miles. This light is intended to give 
warning of the dangerous rocks in the neighbourhood, the outermost 
,of which is known as the Crocodile rock. 

Crocodile Rock. —Bearing S. W. from Cadiapatnam light at 
the distance of 3J miles, lies this dangerous, sunken rock, close to 
which are the depths of 14 and 16 fathoms and 20 fathoms at half a 
mile outside. A small part of the rock appears sometimes above 
water, but it does not break at all times, nor is there any break at 
high water when the sea is smooth. At night do not approach it. 
under 25 fathoms of water. 

Between Crocodile Rock and Cadiapatnam point lies the rocky 
islet Adumdah, and If miles W. by N. § N. from this islet is another 
called Kotah. Both are surrounded by sunken rocks and foul ground 
but there is a channel between the islets, and between them and. 
Crocodile rock. Kotah bears from the crocodile N. f W. nearly 2J 

Coiachcl or Colachel. —This place is on .the shore just half¬ 
way between Cadiapatnam and Enciam islet; off it there are several 
rocks above and below -water. A red buoy lies a short distance to 
southward of the south-easternmost rocks. At the village of Colachel, 
troops sometimes embark in the fine season, the gutlying rocks 
forming a partial break-water, within which landing is compara¬ 
tively easy. 

There is a remarkable tree on the undulating ground of Auni- 
pauri hills, elevated more than 250 feet above the sea, and hearing 
from Enciam islet N. E. by f E. 4| miles, and about 4 miles north¬ 
ward of Colachel village. 

Anchorage. Anchor with the tree bearing N. E. by E., and 
the Light House on Cadiapatnam red point, E. S. E., in II or 12 
fathoms water, which position will be 3J miles, to the North-west of • 
Kotah rocky islet. 

Enciam islet bears from Cadiapatnam point N. W. by W. 10 
miles; this islet is rocky, has a church on it, and lies about half a 
mile off the sandy shore; rooks, above and below water, project 
from it to the distance of half a mile north-west and south-west. 

A little to the east of the islet the steep land near the sea has a red 
appearance: indeed there are numerous patches of red land between 
Comorin and Quilon, but cocoanut trees fringe the most part of the 

A depth of 13 fathoms will be found close to the outer rocks olf 
Enciam; at night a vessel should not shoal under 20 fathoms, which 
depth is only 2 miles from the rocks. 

CoviLDM OR Ruttera Point hears from Enciam islet about N. 
W. W. 16 miles. The coast between them, except near Covilum, 
is sandy, nearly straight, fronted with cocoanut trees and safe to 
approach. Covilum is a piece of low level land terminating in a 
bluff cape higher than the contiguous coast, but it projects very little, 
and has a building upon it; there are three other points close to the 
south-east of it and at the distance of 3 miles another point, one mile 
to the east of which is the village and back-water of Karuehel. 

Horseburgh describes a point called Yenium as 7} miles to the 
south-east of Ruttera point, and “formed of steep bold land or 
reddish cliffs, considerably elevated, having on the north side a 
small river and a village at the northern extremity of the high 
land that forms the point.” This is evidently a description of 
Colatur hill and the village of Par as seen from southward from - 
which point of view the hill would look like a point projecting 
northward if the vessel was far enough off to dip the trees. The 
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coast line is, however hereabouts, all sandy, and fronted with 
cocoanut trees. Colatnr hill bears from Enciam islet N-W. i N. 

Tbivanorum, the Capital of the independent State of Travan- 
eore, and the seat of the British Residency, is 5J miles N. N. AV. 
from Covilnm. The town is of considerable size, having its greatest 
length North arid South; on the latter extremity stands the Fort, 
about half a mile square, on ground elevated 100 feet above the 
sea. The Maha Rajah’s palace, within its precincts, is a large 
handsome edifice in the European style; it is a short distance in¬ 
land, more than 2 miles from the sandy beach, of Pondera, or Poon- 
toray. Tridandrum Observatory—Lat. 8° 30' 32" N. Long. 76° 59' 
45" E.—is on a hill more than 2 miles on the North of the capital, 
and 196 feet above the sea. Its two white domes are not so conspi¬ 
cuous as was formerly the case, trees having grown up around 

Pondera, off which vessels communicating with Trivandrum 
should anchor, has a flagstaff on the sandy beach which bears N. W. 
by N. distant 5 miles from Covilum, and is 1| miles to the south¬ 
west of Trivandrum Fort. No ships’ boats should attempt commu¬ 
nication with the seashore, for there is generally a heavy surf in 
the north-east monsoon. The coast is sandy, with cocoanuts and 
other palms. . 

Anchorage. —As the shore is deep-to, a vessel should anchor 
in 12 fathoms, and half a mile from Pondera the flagMsrfE bearing 
north-east and in line with the Observatory. 

Mountains. —Inland of Trivandrum the ghauts are of great 
elevation; Cuchy Mulla, the highest peak (called sometimes by 
early navigators, Anjengo peak) is 6,125 feet high, and bears N. E. 
by E. i E. distant 21 miles from the beach by Pondera flagstaff. 
Between this high range and the coast some small hills appear, 
the most remarkable of which is Naimnm hill, or Mukunamalla, a 
regular sloping round mount about 600 feet above the sea, called 
by former navigators Brinjal hill. This hill bears east from the 
anchorage of Trivandrum, and being only 5 miles from the sea is 
visible at a considerable distance from southward, and from 
Anjengo roadstead. There are small white churches in almost 
every village along this coast. 

Between Covilum point and Anjengo, the land at the back of 
the cocoanut trees which fringe the coast is hilly and undulating. 

Three and*a half miles N. W. by W. from Covilum point and 
1?, miles from the shore abreast, is a patch of 8 fathoms with 17 
and 18 fathoms around it. 

Angbngo flagstaff bears from Covilum, N. W. J N„ 20 miles; 
but as the fort ana the few houses that are visible through the 
trees are low, this place is not easily distinguished from even a 
short' distance. A church with a white front will be seen on the 
beach two or three cables to the north-west of the fort, and a 
► bungalow on the hills 2 miles north of it. 

The anchorage off Anjengo under 10 fathoms is foul rocky 
ground; but outside of that depth the bottom is sand and shells. 
A convenient berth is with the flagstaff bearing about N. E- by E. 
and Naimum hill about S. E. by E., in 11 or 12 fathoms one mile 
off shore. 

There is some red table-land about 4 miles to the north of 
Anjengo which may denote the approach to it in coming from the 
north; this and other similar table-land along this coast, being 
mnoh higher than the cocoanut trees, when seen from a ship’s deck 
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Alipee, had formerly considerable trade in coil

Alipee or Aulapolay, Lat. 29. 48. 8 Long 76. 23. O. E., the 
principal seaport of the Maha Rajah of Travancore, bears N. N. W. 
40 miles from Quilon point, the coast between, except near Tanga- 
cherri, is sandy and nearly straight; but 19 miles north of Quilon 
there is a straight intend, which does not, however, amount to one 
mile from a straight line drawn between the two places. The shore 
is safe to approach into the depth of 5 fathoms, mud; but it must 
be remembered that towards Alipee that depth is fonnd nearly 3 

Alipee is a projecting part of the coast of Travancore, where 
trade? is carried on all the year round, owing to the peculiar soft¬ 
ness of its mud bank, which breaks the activity of the waves, and 
causes a large extent of smooth water, on which the vessels anchor 
hence it was called Mud Bay by early navigators. 

The present bank is of recent formation ; the former mud hank 
having slowly travelled down the coast and is now located off 
Pullanay a small village 15 miles from Alipee Light. 

As these mud banks frequently shift southwards advice should 
be taken from the Master Attendant as to the best anchorage. 

In the fair season, vessels may anchor off Alipee in 3 or 4 
fathoms with light house bearing N. E. by E. 

In the S. W. Monsoon the best anchorage is in 4 fathoms with 
light house bearing N. by E. J E. 

Light. —Alipee has a white light-house 115 feet high. Thp 
light is a revolving white light of the second order, attaining its 
greatest brilliancy every minute ; it is elevated 113 feet above high 
water, and should be seen in clear weather at a distance of 20 miles.. 
An iron screw pile pier 500 feet in length was erected in 1881, a 
little to the south of the light-house. 

Severe gales of wind are liable to happen on the coast in April, 
May and June, also in October and November: a careful atten¬ 
tion to the Barometer, particularly if the maximum and minimum 
pressure be daily registered, will always give sufficient warning 
of the approach of these storms, to enable ships on the coast or in 
Cochin roads to seek shelter at Narakal or in the mud bank off 
Alipee. The S. W. monsoon sets in at Alipee generally' in the 
beginning of June from N. W. and blows with great violence at¬ 
tended with thunder and lightning and rain. For some years back 
the monsoons have not been so regular. 

The maximum height of the Barometer at Alipee occurs at 
. 9-40 a. M. and r. m. and the minimum at 4 a. m. and 4-40 p. m. 

General direction of the wind during S. W. Monsoon at Alipee 
is lrom W. 1ST. W. to N. W.

28§ Chuckrams per 
Queen’s Rupee, is therefore nearly 4 per cent, less than a fair 
equivalent.
